Bt. 
Peter’a was crowded by the first and 
principal ladies of the city, and the im- 
imposing services of the Catholic 
church heightened a scene that 


seldom meets the eye in any city 


of the ccouatry. The sermon of the 
officiating priest (Rev. Father KEL- 
LEY) was chaste, eloquent and appropri- 
ate,‘and met a hearty response from 
every one of the large congregation. 
Tne streets through which the cortege 
passed were crowded by citizens to a de- 
gree never before witnessed on any.tim- 
ilar occasion. In fact, every way was 
availed ef by the people of Memphis to 
testify their reapect for the memory of 
one who had watched and worked for 
the young city, and carefully nursed it 
in the years of adolesence and growth.

Several bills having been introduced 
tnto the Senate lookiug to a reorgauizs- 
tion cf the present Judicial system of ive 
United Siates, the Judges of the Supreme 
Court prepared some 
which Judge Trumbuli submitted to the 
Senate, and which were referred to the 
Judiciary Commiites. Tue Commiites 
bave had the subject usder considers. 
tion, and have decided to report a will 
embodying the suggestions of ihe Jusri- 
ces of the Supreme Ceurt. 

Tne first Section provides that the Su- 
.preme Court of the United States snail 
hereafter Consist of the Unie!l Justice 
and eight Asssociate Julice’, any sx of 
whom shall constitute « quorum.» For 
this purpose there éhall be appoin.ed au 
addiiionai Associate Justice. 

The secoud section proviies that for 
each of the judicial cistricis 
there shall be appointed Circuit Judge, 
who sbali.reside in ciicull, and 
possess the same power and jurisdiction 
therein asthe Justices of tha Supreme 
Court allotted to the The Uircuit 
Courts in each cireuit shail be hela by 
the Justice of the mupreme Court ailci- 


the Circuit Judge of the circuit; or, in 
the absence of said Justice, by the U::- 
cuit Judge, citting aluue or with the 
trict Judge of the district: or, in the ab- 
sence of the Justice of the Sunreme 
Court and Circuit by the District 
{ Judge alone; and euch Courts msy be 
held at the same time, in the diifsient 
districts cf the same ciréuit, and more 
than one such Court may be held at the 
same time in the same districr. The 
Cireuit Judges shall receive such coum- 
pensation for their services as may here- 
after be provided by law. 

Tao third section provides that noth. 
“ang in the act shall cif.ct the powers of 
the Justices of the: Supreme Court, as 
Judges of the Circuit Court, but it suali 
not be obligatory upon them to attend at 
more than one term of such court in any 
district witbiu their circuits, during a 
period of two years, and such attendanes 
. shall not be permitted to interfere wiih 
the discharge of their duties as Justices 
of the Supreme Court.

LYNCH LAW. 


Negrees Se!ze and Atiempt to 
 Blang Another Negrwu. 


Atiempted Rescue—Mystery. 


A romor was current on the streets 
yesterday that a negro had been jynched 
by men of his own color, at or near the 
E mwood Cemetery, Saturday night br 
yesterday mornioyv. On trying to trace 
it up we could not learn anything defi- 
uite as to the affair, cxcept that about 
ruldnight a party of negroes were seen 
with a negro mau with a rope around his 
neck, Ou being questioned as to what 
they intended to do with him they said 
they were goipg to ‘iang him. Several 
White pecpe Imterfercd to save the up- 
foriunste prisoner bul «vere assailed and 
driven off by caplors, who after- 
wards took him to Elmwood Cemetery 
aod iiuag him. Tae rope, however, 
bein ¢ weak, broke; and while they were 
irying to mend it a party of armed 
negries, friends of the negro who 
was about to be . lynched, broke. 
ig on them and attempted a rescue, 
but were also beaten off. The lynchers 
by this time were thoroughly roused and 
swore they would bang their captive ip 
spite of all opposition, and in erder to 
make sure work they would take him ta 
Cane creek and theie execute their ven- 
geance. 

Tuat is the last our informant saw of 
ihe unfortunate negro or his murderers, 
(33 itis supposed). Neither he nor they 
were recognized by any of the whites 
Wito Wilnerssed the affair.

(Miss) Clarion, compcsed of Judges 
Shackleford, Jeffords and Peyton, has 
rendered a decision in' the case of 8. B. 
Thomas, Sheriff and Tax Collector. of 
Hinds county vs W. B. Tayior, which 
involves consequences of the greatcst 
moment to the people of the State. It is 
to the effect that the issuance of the 
Treasury notes by the Legislature ip 
1861, commonly calied ‘Cotton Money,”’ 
was an unconstitutional and illegai pro- 


ceeding, which involved no binding con- 
‘tract, and that the State is not liable for 


theirredemption. They are, therefore, 
ubder this opinion, utterly worthless. 
But the principles of the decision reaches 
further.

Another Negre. 


Attempted Rescue—Mystery. 


A rumor was current on the streets 
yesterdisay that a negro bad been lynched 
by meu of his awn color, at or near the 
imwood Cemetery, Saturday night or 
yesterday morning. On trying to trace 
it up we could not learn anything defi. 
nite as to the affair, «xcept that about 
midnight a party of negroes were seen 
with a negro man with a rope around bis 
neck, On bsing questioned as to what 
theyintended to ao with him they said 
taey were going to :ang him. Several 
white pecpie interfer. to save the 
fortureate prisoner but were assailed and 
driven off by bis cspitors, who after- 
wares look him to Elinwood Cemetery 
aud hung him, ‘The rope, however, 
being weak, broke, and while they were. 
iryiog to mend it.a party of armed 
begr es, friends—of the negro who 
was about to be lynched, broke 
in on them and attempted a rescue, 
but were also beaten off. The lynchers 
by this time were thoroughly roused and 
swore iboy would hang their captive in 
spite of ail oppgpition, and in order -to 
tuake sure work¥they would take him to 
Cane creek and there exeq@ute their ven- 
geance.

The Supreme Court, says the Jackson 
(Miss) Clarion, compcsed of Judges 
Shackleford, Jeffords and Peyton, has 
rendered a decision in the case of 8S. B. 
Taomas, Sheriff and Tax Collector of 
Hinds county ve W. B. Taylor, which 
involves consequences of the greatcst 
moment to the people of the State. It is 
to the effect that the issuance of the 
Treasury notes by the Legislature in 
1861, commonly calied ‘‘Cotton Money,”’ 
Was an unconstitutional and illegal pro- 
ceeding, which involved no binding con- 
tract, and that the State is not liable for 
theirredemption. They are, therefore,

under this opinion, utterly worthless. 


But the principles of the decision reaches 
further. It virtually abrogates all the 
official acta,{decrees, judgments and or- 


ders of the courte of the State, and the 


proceedings had under them, from the 

ate of secession until the restoration of 
the authority of the United States. It 
will unsettle titles, and in many ways 
produce a condition of litigation, con- 
troversy and contusion fearful to con- 
template. The decision conflicts with 
the opinion declared by the predecessors 
of the present Judges in the case of Hiil 
vs. Boyland. We learn that a motion is 
pending for a new hearing. Since the 
above was in type, we learn that a decis- 
ion has been pronounced by the court, 
through Juige Jeffords, materially mod- 
ifying the above described effect of the 
previous decision. We will publish it at 
an early day.
